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Chapter One 
In Time of Famine 


“The Lord knoweth the days of the upright: and their 
inheritance shall be forever. They shall not be 
ashamed in the evil time: and in the days of famine 
they shall be satisfied.” PS 37:18, 19. 


IN THE TIME OF FAMINE YOU SHALL BE 
SATISFIED. Famine not withstanding satisfaction is 
assured for the upright. (The righteous born again child 
of God). In spite of the famine your plenty is guaranteed. 
You shall have enough in time of famine. Your destiny 
is plenty and abundance irrespective of the professing 
circumstances. 


The problem is not the famine it is your lack of 
knowledge. HOS 4:6 “My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge” Kjv. The word of God declares that in the 
time or days of famine you shall be satisfied. 


No matter how strong and terrible the famine professes, 
your abundance is guaranteed, your safety is sure, your 
plenty is already ordained by God, and it shall not fail. 


The reason why you have not been enjoying it is because 
you are blind. 2 Cor 4:3-4 “But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: 4 In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who 
is the image of God, should shine unto them” kjv. You 
are blinded by the devil. You are blinded by his 


darkness. This moment, the blindness of the devil to 
your plenty upon your mind is destroyed in Jesus name. I 
see you take your place in the plenty in spite of the 
famine in Jesus name. You shall not lack in Jesus name. 


To break forth in the plenty in spite of the famine, you 
must consciously take the delivery of knowledge. I mean 
the Working divine revelation knowledge: The Working 
divine revelation knowledge of the covenant of plenty. 


Packaged in the covenant for you is the plenty. You must 
discover it to enjoy it. Without discovery you cannot 
recover. The famine that is around you today is not 
news. It has been. It is and it will continue. It is found 
everywhere. It may be at different degrees. It is not a 
native of Nigeria. Neither can it determine your survival. 
The secrets of your survival lie in the covenant. 
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Chapter Two 
Famine Is Not Strange 


Famine is neither new nor strange. Abraham saw famine 
in his days according to Gen 12:10 “And there was a 
famine in the land: and Abram went down into Egypt 
to sojourn there; for the famine was grievous in the 


land” kjv. It was his covenant with or rather God’s 
covenant with him that saw him through in spite of the 
famine. 


Isaac saw famine in his days too according to Gen 26:1 
And there was a famine in the land, beside the first 
famine that was in the days of Abraham. And Isaac 
went unto Abimelech king of the Philistines unto 
Gerar” kjv. It was his tie to God’s covenant that saw him 
through. 


Jacob too saw famine in his days according to Gen 41. It 
was God’s covenant that decked him with plenty. Joseph 
too was not left out of the covenant of abundance in time 
of famine. 


Children of Israel too saw famine but the covenant 
brought them through at Goshen in Egypt. Gen 47. 


Your covenant tie in God will break you forth in time of 
famine. It is what guarantee your plenty in spite of 
famine. So get connected by covenant. If you are not 
connected you cannot collect. Get connected. 


It is written Ps 50:5 Gather my saints together unto me; 
those that have made a covenant with me by sacrifices. 
If you are born again, then you are his saint. You have 
made covenant with God by the sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
It is not by the blood of bulls or cow, but by the blood of 
Jesus Christ. Heb 10:5 Wherefore when he cometh into 


the world, he saith, sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared me. 


So through the acceptance of the sacrifice of Jesus for 
our lives, we have primarily and fundamentally entered 
into this great covenant. You don’t pray for the 
covenant. You don’t fast for the covenant. You simply 
enter into it. 2CH 15:12 And they entered into a 
covenant to seek the Lord God of their fathers with all 
their heart and with all their soul; So you must be born 
again to enter into this covenant. That is the foundation 
for the covenant life of plenty in time of famine. You 
will begin to enjoy rest and plenty on every side as you 
enter in to the covenant according to 2CH 15:15 And all 
Judah rejoiced at the oath: for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with their whole desire; 
and he was found of them: and the Lord gave them rest 
round about. 
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Chapter Three 
Covenant Shield in Time of Famine 


To experience the blessing of plenty available in the 
covenant in time of famine, you need the covenant shield 


in time of famine. Then you have to provoke the 
covenant blessing of abundance by doing the following. 


1 - A consistent life of giving: Giving is sowing, 
according to 2 COR 8,9; Gen 26: 1-6; 12-14, Vs 12-14. 
Until you become a giver the blessing remain dormant. It 
takes giving to release this covenant of plenty upon your 
life. Gen 8:22 “God said seed - time and harvest time 
shall not cease,” famine not withstanding your plenty is 
assured. The famine not withstanding if seed is sown it 
must bring forth the harvest. The working of it does not 
primarily depend on the climate but the covenant. The 
climate and every other thing respond to the covenant. 
No economic crisis can break the efficacy of the 
covenant. 


2 - Take the delivery of the plenty by working: as it is 
writing ‘‘let him that stole still no more, let him work 
with his hands, so that he may have to give to him that 
does not have” Eph 4:28 


Amp version says “let him be industrious”’ 


Another scripture says ‘‘but the hand of the diligent 
maketh rich’’ Pr 10:4 


So work or being industrious delivers the covenant life 
of plenty. 


3 - Confront the demon prince of poverty, lack and 
want: This is because poverty is a demon spirit. It is the 
one fundamentally behind the lack of experience of 
plenty by the believers. Exercise your authority over it. It 
is written, Luke 10:19 Behold, I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means hurt 
you”. Kjv 


4 - Put your faith to work consistently: Mark 9:23 Jesus 
said unto him, If thou canst believe, all things are 
possible to him that believeth. Kjv. So for you to take 
delivery of your plenty in time of famine your attitude of 
faith must be in place. 


Now, I have shown you important truths: 


1 - Famine is not new. 


2 - Free yourself by knowledge. 


3 - Understand the covenant. 


4 - Enter in to the covenant. 


5 - Provoke the plenty by giving. 


6 - Take delivery of it by working (be industrious). 


7 - Exercise your authority over the demon spirit of 
poverty. 


8 - Put your faith to work consistently.
